City Council votes to keep 
gate to Rice Lake closed

STANFORD - The gate 
to Rice Lake, a municipal 
source of drinking water 
and fishing spot to city 
residents, will remain 
closed after a 3-2 vote by 
city council members. 

The gate to Rice Lake 
was closed about a year 
ago by the Stanford 
Water Commission after 
drug activity and possi¬ 
bly contaminating cir¬ 
cumstances were discov¬ 
ered. The debate over the 
lake began in May after a 
local fisherman addressed 
the council asking for the 
gate to be reopened. 

The city council’s dis¬ 
cussion Thursday night 
began with a proposal 
from Mayor Eddie Carter 
to open the gate to the 
public from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. every day of the 
week, allowing the public 
to fishing off the banks of 
the lake during the day on 


a trial basis. 

“I thought before we 
got into doing an ordi¬ 
nance (we could) do it 
on a trial basis and see 
how it does and just try 
to work with people,” 
Carter said. 

Councilwoman Peggy 
Hester said after speak¬ 
ing with three different 
lawyers, she does not 
believe the city lake, 
where the city gets it’s 
drinking water, should be 
open at all. 

Councilman Scottie 
Ernst questioned the pub¬ 
lic’s concern over the 
gate saying it has been 
closed for a year. 

“Why all at once, in the 
last two or three months, 
(has it) been brought to 
our attention by a few cit¬ 
izens upset about it being 
closed? I don’t under¬ 
stand. If its been closed

Tuesday morning crash claims life 
of Stanford man, injures another

STANFORD - A 
19-year-old Stanford man 
was identified as the victim 
of a one-vehicle crash that 
claimed his life and injured 
another early Tuesday 
morning on U.S. 150. 

Lincoln County Coroner 
Farris Marcum said Jacob 
Miller, 19, of Stanford, 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene on Highway 150 
west of Stanford, at about 
3:15 a.m. 

The second victim 
- who was airlifted to 
University of Kentucky 
Chandler Medical Center 
in Lexington - was Brady 
Henderson, according to 
Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger. 

Marcum said the vehicle 
involved was a Saab con¬ 
vertible. 

“From what we observed, 


it looks like the car maybe 
ran off the road and over¬ 
corrected. I don’t know 
about speed. What hap¬ 
pened when they overcor¬ 
rected, they ran across the 
lane and struck a rock wall 
and the car flipped over 
from that point,” Marcum 
said. 

Miller was not wearing 
a seat belt at the time of 
the accident, according to 
Marcum. 

“I don’t know if the other 
individual was restrained or 
not,” he said. 

Marcum said members 
of Miller’s family, includ¬ 
ing his mother and uncle, 
showed up to the scene 
early Tuesday morning. 

Details regarding the cause 
of the crash, as well as Brady 
Henderson’s condition, were 
unavailable at press time. 

KSP Trooper Jeff Stith is 
the investigating officer. 


Crab Orchard metal recycling facility named defendant in Lincoln lawsuit

CRAB ORCHARD - A 
Crab Orchard scrap metal 
recycling facility and it’s 
branch manager are being 
accused of scrapping a sto¬ 
len vehicle belonging to 
a Fayette County woman, 
before verifying proof of 
ownership. 

Eastern Kentucky 

Recycling, LLC., Eastern 
Kentucky Recycling - Crab 
Orchard, LLC., and Jeffery 
King, registered service 
agent and president of the 
companies listed, are named 
defendants in the lawsuit 


that was filed on June 24 in 
the Lincoln County Circuit 
Court Clerk’s office. 

Doris M. Harris, who 
resides in Fayette County 
and is the plaintiff in the 
lawsuit, alleges that the 
defendants scrapped a stolen 
2000 Toyota Camry belong¬ 
ing to Harris, without ver¬ 
ifying proof of ownership 
or checking with police on 
whether the car had been 
reported stolen. 

The suit states that the 
on or about Dec. 27, 2012, 
Harris’ 2000 Toyota Camry 
was stolen by Keevin Paul 
Smith, who was later found 


guilty. 

A few months later, Smith 
took the Camry to Eastern 
Kentucky Recycling in Crab 
Orchard where he was arrest¬ 
ed on the premises. 

The complaint accus¬ 
es defendants of failing to 
ensure the person in posses¬ 
sion of the Camry actually 
owned the car, and also fail¬ 
ing to verify proper identifi¬ 
cation, title, and taxes on the 
vehicle. 

“This duty is and should be 
enhanced, given the nature 
of Keevin Smith’s arrest,” 
the suit states. “The defen¬ 
dants scrapped a vehicle they 


knew or should have known, 
given the circumstance, did 
not belong to Keevin Smith 
and did not belong to the 
defendants.” 

Harris, represent¬ 
ed by Stanford attorney 
Christopher Reed, is an 
seeking $100,000 in com¬ 
pensatory damages for the 
following: 

• value of the car 

• monies paid on a loan for 
a car that was totaled 

• costs of finding an alter¬ 
native car 

• costs associated with 
alternate transportation, 

• lost wages from not hav¬ 


ing a vehicle 

• lost ability to earn money 
for lack of transportation 

• lost ability to enjoy her 
life due to inability to travel 

• depression and anxiety 

• inconvenience of not 
having transportation 

• loss of freedom associat¬ 
ed with transportation 

• loss of the recognized 
fundamental right of travel 

“Defendants, through their 
negligence and conversion, 
ultimately aided a criminal 
in the theft and conversion 
of an automobile when they 
pocketed the value of the 
scrapped vehicle,” the com¬ 


plaint maintains. 

The suit against the metal 
scrapping facility demands 
a jury trial and is seeking an 
additional $150,000 in puni¬ 
tive damages. 

“Defendants thought this 
would be a victimless crime, 
all to get a small windfall, 
where they would not have 
to pay anyone for the car. 
The behavior of defendants 
seriously harmed the plain¬ 
tiff (and) continues to harm 
the citizens of Lincoln County 
and the Commonwealth of

At the beginning of ser¬ 
vice on Sunday, Youth Pastor 
Kenny Goodin announced

“Bring a child to Vacation 
Bible School so we can teach 
them about Jesus,” he said. 

Jason Roop, public rela¬ 
tions coordinator for Isaiah 
House, and several residents 
from there were at the service. 
He and two residents spoke. 
Isaiah House is a residential 
treatment center for addic¬ 
tions located in Kentucky in 
Willisburg. 

Jason said Isaiah House 
started in 1999, and since 
then, 2,200 men and women 
battling drug addictions have 
attended there. Addiction is 
sin, sin is disease, and the cure 


is Jesus Christ, he said. Some 
people appear to have things 
right, but are hiding addic¬ 
tions. Sin and addiction love 
to live in the dark, but the love 
of Jesus Christ exposes sin. 
Jason prayed for family mem¬ 
bers that are bound in addic¬ 
tion. “Let them see that they 
are valued in the Kingdom of 
Heaven,” he prayed. 

Jason said he was raised in 
a church, but got high at age 
19; he was arrested 18 times 
and overdosed four times. He 
has been in a homeless shel¬ 
ter. He said his mother prayed 
for him and finally told him, 
“Eve given you over to God’s 
hands.” He said he was some¬ 
times disappointed when he 
awoke in the mornings and 
was still alive. 

Pharmacists, lawyers, teach¬ 
ers and others are addicts, 


Jason said. Sin doesn’t dis¬ 
criminate, and neither does 
Jesus. 

The first resident that spoke 
saying anything is fixable but 
time. He said it was like burn¬ 
ing bridges when he became 
disconnected from his family 
because of his addiction. He 
said he lied to and cheated 
everyone he came in contact 
with. He said his addiction 
began 15 years ago when he 
started smoking weed on the 
job. He said he has been sober 
for 120 days and counting, and 
the bridges are slowly being 
rebuilt. He prays his family 
connections will be restored. 

The second resident that 
spoke is from Lincoln County. 
He said he is a recovering 
alcoholic and that the loss of 
his sister caused him to go 
deeper into addiction. He has 


been locked up several times. 
“Everyone talks about cities, 
but these little towns will eat 
you up,” he said. 

Jason Roop spoke again, 
saying the world teaches that 
once an addict, always an 
addict, but the Giver of Truth 
teaches something else. 

He said the Isaiah house is 
currently full, so he was not 
there to promote the Isaiah 
House, but to ask for prayers. 
If you can donate, do, but if 
you can’t, don’t worry, he said. 

Jason said he was raided 
by the police twice, but now 
Jesus calls him the apple of 
his eye.

A new business in town is giv¬ 
ing “selfies” a fresh meaning by 
placing “selfie boards” all across 
Stanford in an effort to promote 
both the city and Wireless 523. 

Wireless 523 is a no-contract 
cell phone service that has been 
located in Liberty for almost 
three years. The store opened 
it’s second location in March in 
Stanford next to Save-A-Lot. 

Wireless 523 owner Chad 
Tyner and Chamber of 
Commerce Executive Director 
Andrea Miller teamed up to cre¬ 
ate circular selfie boards to put up 
around town. 

“It was something I saw when 
I was on vacation in Key West,” 
Tyner said. “I thought it would 
be kind of neat to incorporate 
into the towns that our stores are 
presently located.” 

The selfie board will be a little 
less than a foot wide and will be 
posted around town for people 
passing by to take a selfie to help 
showcase the business and the 
town, Tyner said. 

Wireless 523 has pay-as-you- 
go cell phone plans that start at 
$ 10. Some of the plans they carry 
include H20, Red Pocket, Page 
Plus, Net 10, and other phone 
plans. The company also carries 


accessories such as selfie sticks, 
phone cases, headsets, and other 
cell phone items. If the store 
doesn’t have the item someone is 
looking for in stock, the item can 
be shipped to the store usually 
within a few days, Tyner said. 

The service’s plans for H20 
monthly plans cover talk, text, 
multimedia messages and inter¬ 
national messaging. Plans range 
from $30 to $65 a month. Each of 
these plans offers unlimited talk 
to over 50 counties and unlimited 
data. The 4G LTE plans range 
from $10 for 200 minutes or text 
and 100 megabytes of data to 
$100 for 2,000 minutes or text 
and one gigabyte of data. 

Other plans include the value 
plan for $15 a month, home 
phone plan for $17 a month, talk 
and text plan for $30 a month, 
unlimited plan for $40 a month, 
data used plan for $55 a month, 
unlimited plus plan for $70, year¬ 
ly plan for $75 a year, and the 
MIFI plan that users can choose 
between 1GB, 3GB and 5GB. 

“Our customer base is over 
800 customers in our Liberty 
store alone,” Tuner said. “We’re 
growing here as well.” 

Tyner said the selfie boards 
were expected to be placed in 
various spots around Stanford 
after July 4.

The community gathered July 1 
and 2 at the Willow Grove Baptist 
Church to remember the life of what 
some call a wonderful father, friend 
and a true comedian. 

George Garrison of Stanford 
passed away June 28 at the age of 
96. While the community is deeply 
saddened by this loss, his daughter, 
Darlene Adams, said her father had a 
life well lived. 

“He had a wonderful life,” Adams 
said. “He would tell anyone that he 
had a good life and just how blessed 
he was.” 

Garrison was an U.S. Army veter¬ 
an who was drafted March 31,1941 
and served four years until Nov. 6, 
1945. After his service, he was a truck 
driver for RC Cola for 14 years and 
then worked for Matsushita where 
he retired at the age of 66. For the 
past 37 years, Garrison has belonged 
to the Caswell Saufley American 
Legion Post #18 and served as an 
Honor Guard member. 

Lynn Young, who is the post com¬ 
mander and Honor Guard command¬ 
er, said he and Garrison became good 
friends about 10 to 12 years ago. 

“George was a very good friend 
to everybody,” Young said. “I never 
heard him have a bad word to say 
about anyone. I’ve never seen any¬ 
one that had met him that didn’t like 
him.” 

The post has a total of 102 people 
with about 25 or 26 Honor Guard 
members, Young said. Garrison, 
Young and about nine other Honor 
Guard members would conduct mil¬ 
itary funerals across the state. Young 
said he always tries to get about 11 
people together to perform at mili¬ 
tary funerals. 

“He was very faithful to go,” 
Young said. “It didn’t matter if it was 
cold, hot, snowing or raining, George 
would go with you if he was able. He 
liked to go and be with the guys. He 
would rather be out in the cold with 
us than sitting in the warm house.” 

The Legion was something that 
was near and dear to his heart, 
Adams said. Her father took his role 
at the Legion very seriously and 
became very close to his fellow post 
members. 

“He loved to be out with people, 
talk to people and listen to them,” 
Young said. “He loved to go to 
anything where there was food and 
people.” 

Young said the group would travel 


to Camp Nelson for services like 
Memorial Day and Veterans Day 
and often times Garrison would be 
the oldest veteran in attendance. 
Garrison would approach the podium 
and tell a joke or two, Young said. 

Garrison had even done a comedy 
routine at Renfro Valley. He had a 
great sense of humor and loved mak¬ 
ing other people laugh, Adams said. 

“He’d come to a meeting and I’d 
say, ‘George what are you going to 
do later,”’ Young said. “He’d say, 
‘Well I’m going to go home and 
do some mechanic work.’ I’d say, 
‘George, what kind of mechanic 
work do you do?’ Because he wasn’t 
no mechanic. He’d say ‘I’m going to 
put in a rear end in a recliner.’ That 
was one of his favorite jokes.” 

At the age of 92, Garrison was 
chosen by Inter-County Energy to 
attend an Honor Flight, which pro¬ 
vided transportation to Washington 
D.C.for veterans that served during 
World War II or the Korean War. 
On the Honor Flight trip, Garrison 
was able to visit the World War II 
Memorial and other monuments in 
the city. 

“He loved it,” Adams said. “That 
was a highlight for him. For the first 
time since the war, he got on a jet 
and went to Washington. We thought 
that was a huge accomplishment for 
him.” 

On top of being a dedicated friend 
and service member, Garrison was 
also a loving father, grandfather and 
great-grandfather. For Garrison, July 
4 was not only Independence Day, 
but also the birthday of his only 
child. 


“He and my mother were mar¬ 
ried nine years before I was bom,” 
Adams said. “He always made a joke 
that it took him a long time to get me 
and then when he did I had to come 
in with a bang.” 

Adams said her father had a great 
love for his grandchildren, Jason 
Sowder and Erin Johnson, as well 
as his great-grandchildren, Leah 
and Logan Johnston. The family 
wasn’t surprised when 500 plus peo¬ 
ple attended Garrison’s visitation, 
Adams said. 

“It was a very nice feeling,” 
Adams said. “He’s just had so many 
great friends and he’s been so well 
known.” 

The Honor Guard of post #18 
conducted the military funeral like 
they had done hundreds of times 
before, this time for their fellow 
guard member. 

“We were honored to do it,” he 
said. 

Young had purchased a military 
jeep and trailer a few years ago 
and restored it for the post to use in 
parades and other events. The trailer 
was modified to hold a casket, if a 
military family ever wanted to use it 
instead of a hearse. 

“George was the first one we put 
on it,” Young said. “He always liked 
to ride in that old jeep. I told him, 
‘We’re going to fix it where you can 
take your last ride in it, George.’ 

Garrison will be missed by many, 
but the legacy he leaves behind will 
not be forgotten. 

“You didn’t find a lot of people 
like George,” Young said. “He was 
a good ole fella all the way around.”

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Are you ready for canning season?

It’s hard to believe that 
canning season is here. 
Vegetables from either our 
gardens or from the local 
farmers market are now in 
season. The big question is 
are we ready? Do we have 
all the necessary supplies 
and research-based recipes to 
know that the foods we can 
will be safe for our family and 
friends? We should check our 
inventory and plan accord¬ 
ingly. 

First, we need to decide 
which type of canner we’ll be 
using. There are two types: 
boiling water canners and 
pressure canners. A boiling 
water canner can be used for 
high-acid foods like fruits, 
jams, jellies, pickles and acid¬ 
ified tomato products. We can 
purchase a boiling water can¬ 
ner for $20 to $80, or use a 
large stock pot with a tight-fit¬ 
ting lid and a rack to hold the 
jars off the bottom of the pot. 
The pot must be deep enough 
for at least one inch of boiling 
water to cover the tops of the 
jars during processing. 

To safely can low-acid 


foods like vegetables, meats, 
poultry and fish, we must use 
a pressure canner to reach the 
higher temperatures needed to 
kill the spores of Clostridium 
botulinum, the bacterium that 
causes botulism. Pressure 
canners may cost from $80 
to $200 and will have either 
a dial gauge or a weighted 
gauge to indicate pressure. 
The accuracy of a dial gauge 
should be checked at the start 
of each canning season. This 
can usually be done at your 
local Extension office. If the 
dial gauge reads high or low 
by more than two pounds 
at 10 pounds of pressure, 
it needs to be replaced. A 
weighted gauge should main¬ 
tain its accuracy, as long as 
you don’t drop it or plug the 
vent. For either type of pres¬ 
sure canner, check that the 
gasket in the lid is flexible and 
soft. If it is brittle, cracked or 
sticky, it should be replaced. 
Some manufacturers recom¬ 
mend replacing the gasket 
on a regular schedule. Also 
check that the canner’s vent 
port is clean and open. 

If you use an electric stove, 
you’ll need a canner with a 
flat bottom. The diameter of 
the canner should be no more

than 4 inches wider than the 
diameter of the burner, to 
make sure that all jars receive 
the full heat treatment during 
processing. If you have a 
smooth top stove, check the 
manufacturer ’ s instructions 
regarding use of the stove for 
canning and the maximum 
canner size recommended for 
each burner. 

Whichever type of can¬ 
ner you’ll be using, you’ll 
also need jars, lids and ring 
bands. The USD A recom¬ 
mends Mason-type jars with 
two-piece self-sealing lids. 
Single-use commercial jars 
(like those from mayonnaise 


or peanut butter) are not rec¬ 
ommended, because they 
are more prone to breaking 
during the canning process. 
Before use, check jars care¬ 
fully for cracks or chips, 
especially near the top sealing 
edge. Hard water films on jars 
can be removed by soaking 
the jars for several hours in 
a mixture of one cup vinegar 
per gallon of water. 

As long as they are in 
good condition, Mason-type 
jars and ring bands can be 
reused, year-after-year, but 
the metal self-sealing lids are 
designed for one-time use 
only. Discard any used lids 


and replace them with new 
ones. Always follow the man¬ 
ufacturer’s instructions for 
preparing lids for use. Check 
ring bands for dents, bends or 
rust and replace as necessary. 

Other tools will make 
home canning easier. These 
include a canning funnel, 
jar lifter, magnetic lid wand, 
headspace tool and flexible 
spatula or bubble freer. 

To ensure safe, high-quality 
home-canned foods, always 
follow research-based recom¬ 
mendations when canning. 
Reliable, up-to-date home 
canning recipes are available 
free of charge from your local 
county Extension Office. We 
have many new canning rec¬ 
ipes. You may also find reli¬ 
able canning recipes on the 
National Center for Home 
Food Preservation website 
(http://nchfp.uga.edu/index. 
html), in the USD A Complete 
Guide to Home Canning 
(available at http://nchfp. 
uga.edu/publications/publica- 
tions_usda.html),

Rejection of 
public lake 
compromise 
is collective 
punishment 

I t was about a year ago when Stan¬ 
ford’s three-person water commission 
shut the gate to Rice Lake - a local 
fishing spot and source of drinking 
water to the city - but it was only in 
recent months that the city council and 
public learned why. 

The council’s most recent vote to close 
the city lake sent one message loud and 
clear - city residents can’t be trusted. 

The decision to close the gate was made 
after evidence of drug activity was found 
in the area, as well as submerged vehicles 
and other issues that threatened to contam¬ 
inate the drinking water. But it wasn’t until 
recently that the city council, who is the 
ultimate authority on the lake, was made 
aware that public access had been limited. 

It was the public, however, who brought 
the issue to the attention of the council and 
one local angler in particular, who showed 
up to the May meeting and demanded the 
lock be taken off and his public right to 
access the Stanford lake restored. 

Thursday night’s discussion regarding 
the lake began with the intention of com¬ 
promise but ended abruptly with a split 
vote to keep the gate closed. 

The council’s brainstorming on the issue 
lacked creativity and failed to consider any 
solutions other than one that punishes all 
city residents for the actions of a few. 

There were no simple suggestions of 
ways to curb the criminal activity like 
installing security cameras, providing local 
patrol, calling for local volunteers to clean 
up trash left behind or encouraging the 
public to report suspicious activity in the 
area. 

None of these minimal resolutions were 
proposed. The only proposal was from the 
mayor who asked the council to consider 
opening the gate every day from 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. on a trial basis. 

The council’s assumption that the public 
would never step up to help solve these 
problems automatically eliminates any 
chance of true compromise by removing 
the public entirely from the equation. 

The fact is, both the protection of the 
city’s drinking water and the right to 
access the lake are important to the public. 

One year ago, locking the gate might 
have been the best solution but it should 
have been a temporary one. Had the coun¬ 
cil been aware that the public was denied 
access to the lake, perhaps that year could 
have been spent pulling heads together 
and coming up with a solution - one that 
brings both the public’s access and the 
protection of drinking water to some mid¬ 
dle ground. 

Instead, three council members threw 
their hands in the air and said there’s noth¬ 
ing they can do. 

Common sense tells us criminal activity 
tends to peak during late night and early 
morning hours. Since the evidence of 
drug activity in the Rice Lake area was a 
reason listed for closing the gate, it seems 
like a reasonable suggestion to open the 
gate during the day for city residents who 
have and will continue to use the lake in a 
respectable manner. 

This would give back public access to 
the lake for the remaining summer months 
and allow the council time to develop 
guidelines for compatible recreational use 
and drinking water protection. 

To deny all residents the right to enjoy 
their local landscape for the actions of 
a few is a lazy solution to an issue that, 
while it may not affect council members 
personally, it clearly affects the people 
they serve.

Thank 
you for educating everyone who 
reads what you wrote about the 
dangers posed by cigarette butts, 
plastic, glass, Styrofoam (which 


never degrades) as they are dan¬ 
gerous for animals, humans and 
our water supply. 

Several weeks ago, I wrote 
you about picking up litter on 
the highway, where there are 
signs that read “$500 fine for 
littering.” Several weeks ago, I 
picked up trash and there was a 
letter with a man’s name on it 
and his Social Security number. 
My wife took this letter to the 
Sheriff’s Office and asked if 
they would contact him about 
throwing trash on the highway. 


They were courteous, but would 
not do anything about this litter¬ 
ing. Weekly, I continue to pick 
up trash in front of our property 
along the highway. 

Perhaps another idea would 
be for the schools to teach 
“good citizenship” which surely 
includes properly discarding 
garbage. Society has emphasized 
wearing seat belts and putting 
small children in age-appropriate 
restraints (even some school 
buses have restraints). We’ve 
done a good job of insisting that 


adults wear seat belts or you’ll 
be fined for not doing so. Even 
small children remind adults to 
fasten their seat belts and they 
do. Perhaps if the schools taught 
citizenship, which included not 
throwing trash on the highway 
or on the ground anywhere, but 
properly discarding it in trash 
cans, these children could help 
prevent littering everywhere. 
Keep up the good work!

The First Amendment and the power of'fear'

resident Franklin D. 
Roosevelt once said 
that “the only thing 
we have to fear is 
fear itself.” In a world 
wracked by terrorism, that carries 
even more meaning today. 

When FDR spoke those words 
in 1933, the threat was the eco¬ 
nomic and social impact of the 
Great Depression. Today, it’s the 
always-present threat of terrorist 
attacks that provokes deep-seated 
fear among Americans — with 
the target being our society and 
our freedoms. 

The 2015 State of the First 
Amendment survey being 
released today is the latest in the 
annual sampling conducted since 
1997 by the Newseum Institute’s 
First Amendment Center. The sur¬ 
vey checks public knowledge and 
opinions about our core freedoms 
of religion, speech, press, assem¬ 
bly and petition. 

This year’s survey results 
— based on phone interviews 
with 1,002 adults nationwide in 
mid-May — offers more proof 
that fear can put at risk our most 
cherished freedoms to believe, 
say and write what we will, and 
our ability to seek change in how 
our government operates. 

In 2014, just weeks after the 
terrorist bombings at the Boston 
Marathon, 38 percent of respon¬ 
dents to the survey said the First 
Amendment “goes too far in the 
rights it guarantees.” This year, 


that figure fell to 19 percent — 
noteworthy in itself, but also an 
echo of the survey’s findings in 
the years following the 2001 ter¬ 
rorist attacks. 

In 2002, about eight months 
after 9/11, the survey found that 
the number of Americans who 
thought we had too much free¬ 
dom stood at 49 percent — only 
to drop to 39 percent in 2003 and 
as low as 13 percent in 2012. 

And here’s where we need to 
be fearful of the impact, power 
and influence of fear. 

We know that from almost the 
beginning of the republic, threats 
to public safety and national secu¬ 
rity have caused us to accept laws 
and executive action that we’ve 
later rejected, repudiated and 
even recoiled from. Just seven 
years after the Bill of Rights 
was ratified in 1791, Congress 
cited fears of inciting a war with 
France in adopting the Sedition 
Act, which forbade criticism of 
Congress and the president. The 
act was used to jail 18 editors, but 
produced such negative national 
reaction it was allowed to lapse 
just two years after going into 
effect. 

President Abraham Lincoln is 
known for protecting and expand¬ 
ing freedom — but he jailed edi¬ 
tors, closed as many as 200 news¬ 
papers critical of the Union and 
his policies, and suspended other 
rights, saying these actions were 
necessary to win the Civil War. 

Fears during World War II 
resulted in roundups, internment 


and, often, the loss of property 
and businesses of more than 
100,000 Japanese Americans. In 
1988, President Ronald Reagan 
signed the Civil Liberties Act, 
offering the nation’s apology and 
compensation to those who were 
incarcerated in internment camps 
during World War II. 

The intersection of fear and 
official reaction is the constitu¬ 
tional mb: Emotions shift and 
tensions subside, but laws — 
even those limiting our more 
basic freedoms — have perma¬ 
nence. 

Earlier this year, we witnessed 
this in the continuing debate over 
surveillance and security portions 
of the Patriot Act, which initially 
was passed in the highly emo¬ 
tional atmosphere immediately 
after 9/11. We saw that even 
widely criticized elements of 
that act have proven difficult to 
reverse. 

When nearly half of us say 
we have too much freedom, the 
atmosphere around even our 
most cherished rights can get 
clouded by claims of what must 
be restricted to protect public and 
national security. 

To be sure, not every law 
passed in reaction to a terrorist 
attack or national emergency is 
suspect. After all, as the old say¬ 
ing goes, “You are not paranoid 
if someone really is after you.” 
And there’s no doubt that many 
“someones” are out to do this 
nation harm. 

But fear is a powerful motiva¬ 


tor, and knowing that so many of 
us would agree to surrender some 
liberty in the name of safety and 
security may just tempt those 
who would cross the proper lines 
of liberty as well as support the 
well-intentioned. 

Defending First Amendment 
rights is most difficult when we 
are faced with affronts to our col¬ 
lective sense of what’s right, as 
when a few weeks ago, a handful 
of Westboro Baptist Church 
members brought their hateful 
messages to the funeral of Vice 
President Joe Biden’s son, Beau. 
Similarly, as the ever-present war 
on terror ramps up higher, it’s 
difficult to support the rights of 
critics to speak out against the 
nation, and to stand up for the 
rights of fringe groups and unfa¬ 
miliar faiths. 

Perhaps we can take a les¬ 
son from another time — and 
another place — where great 
fear enveloped the land: in 1940, 
when England stood alone fac¬ 
ing air attacks and imminent 
invasion. Speaking to the House 
of Commons, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill praised the 
Royal Air Force pilots who 
defeated Nazi air power at that 
critical time: “Never in the field 
of human conflict was so much 
owed by so many to so few.” 

Churchill could just as well 
have been speaking of the need 
and necessity to defend just as 
staunchly — in the face of fear 
today — the 45 words that make 
up the First Amendment.

that long and its just 
being brought up now, 
obviously they didn’t 
fish very often there or 
they would have come 
a year ago complaining 
about it being closed,” 
Ernst said. 

Ernst said he would 
hate for the council to go 
against the judgement of 
the water company, who 
he feels knows the cir¬ 
cumstances of the lake. 

“I think they know 
what’s best in that situ¬ 
ation so I stand behind 
what their decision is, and 
like Peggy, think it should 
stay closed,” he said. 

Although the water 
commission has the 
authority to make deci¬ 
sions to protect the drink¬ 
ing water, Carter said they 
should have come before 
the council a year ago 
with an ordinance. 

Carter added that he 
has spoken with water 
department officials who 
say people continue to 
fish off the banks of the 
lake and no one has a 
problem with that. 

“Some guy comes up 
there two or three times 
a month with his grand¬ 
children, takes a pole, 
and fishes off the lake 


and the water department 
has no problem with 
that,” Carter said. 

The main issue is peo¬ 
ple driving vehicles back 
to the lake and camping 
out, he said. 

“I want to try to be fair 
to the man who wants 
to take his grand-kids 
out there,” Carter said. 
“What I’m saying is try 
it and just see how it 
works. Try it on a trial 
basis for 30, 60 or 90 
days. I’m just saying its 
a compromise here. It’s 
your all’s call, I’m just 
trying to compromise.” 

Ernst said he believes 
the majority of citizens 
in Stanford want the 
council to protect the 
city’s drinking water. 

Another lake owned by 
the City of Stanford has 
also come into question 
because like Rice Lake, 
the gate has been closed 
indefinitely. 

Harris Lake serves 
as the second source of 
drinking water to the City 
of Stanford and due to 
circumstances much like 
those found at Rice Lake, 
the gate has been shut to 
keep the water from being 
contaminated and the dam 
from being damaged by 
four-wheelers. 

Ernst said the other two 
lakes feed into the main lake. 


“So if one of those 
lakes got compromised 
that lake would probably 
be shut off. Its not going 
to come into the main 
lake where the water is 
filtered through the sys¬ 
tem,” Ernst said. 

Carter said he’s just try¬ 
ing to be fair to everyone. 

“None of us are fisher¬ 
men here. I’m just trying 
to be fair to the fisher¬ 
men. There are a lot of 
people who love to fish,” 
he said. 

Stanford Fire Chief 
Scott Maples told the 
council he misses taking 
his son to Rice Lake. 

“I’ll be honest, I miss 
taking my son out there 
to fish. We used to go 
all the time but we hav¬ 
en’t been since the clos¬ 
ing. Of course I under¬ 
stand the water quality 
part and of course I’m 
speaking as a taxpayer,” 
Maples said. 

Hester said she doesn’t 
want to shut people like 
Scott out but the drink¬ 
ing water must be pro¬ 
tected. 

Two council members 
supported the trial period 
- John Sallee and Sara 
Givens. 

“I say trial basis. You 
never know whether it’s 
going to work unless you 
try it,” Givens said. 


Carter said boats would 
still be banned from the 
lake but people could 
continue to drive back 
during the day and fish 
and the gate would be 
closed overnight. 

“Well I might swing 
towards a trial but not 
for 90 days,” Hester said. 

The trial period would 
allow people to fish 
through the remaining 
summer months and city 
water employees would be 
able to see who is going 
out there, Carter said. 

Ernst said if something 
were to happen at the 
lake it would be too late. 

“There have been some 
major things already 
happen out there and 
we’re lucky. Keep it 
where it’s at,” Ernst said. 
“You keep saying its our 
call but you’re beating 
us to death wanting us to 
leave it open for 30 to 60 
days.” 

Ernst made a motion 
to keep the lake closed, 
which was seconded by 
Hester. The motion car¬ 
ried by Deatherage with 
3-2 - Sallee and Givens 
being the opposing votes. 

Councilman Naren James 
was not in attendance. 

Following the vote 
Hester said the decision 
was not an easy one to 
make.

Sharks are fin-ished if 
humans don't change 


S harks get a 
bad rap. Ev¬ 
eryone seems 
to be scared of 
sharks and they 
are made out to be mon¬ 
sters. I think that sharks 
are misunderstood. 

I know that sharks 
attack people sometimes. 
But sharks are made out 
to be horrible people-eat¬ 
ers and they really aren’t. 

Shark Week this year 
begins on Sunday, July 5. 
Shark week is a week of 
shark-themed program¬ 
ming on the Discovery 
Channel, but it’s popular¬ 
ity has spread to amazing 
levels. When shark week 
premiered in 1988, it’s 
goal was to raise aware¬ 
ness and respect for 
sharks. In recent years, 
it has turned into more 
shark-themed entertain¬ 
ment, with fake docu¬ 
mentaries that are intend¬ 
ed to scare rather than 
educate. So this week’s 
column is all about the 
original mission of shark 
week — it is dedicated 
to raising awareness and 
respect for sharks. 

Sharks really don’t 
attack as many people 
as sensationalistic news 
reports make us feel. 

The media make a huge 
deal when sharks attack 
people, but there have 
only been 2,667 con¬ 
firmed unprovoked shark 
attacks on humans — in 
the entire world since the 
year 1580 until 2013. 

That statistic is from 
the International Shark 
Attack File (ISAF), 
which is housed at the 
Florida Museum of 
Natural History at the 
University of Florida and 
contains detailed infor¬ 
mation obtained from 
shark attacks. 

Only 495 of those 
2,667 attacks were fatal. 
That means in 433 years 
only 495 people died 
from shark attacks in

the entire world. That’s 
an average of only 6.1 
attacks and 1.1 people 
dying from shark attacks 
every year. 

There are all kinds of 
things that kill more peo¬ 
ple than that every year. 

According to The 
Florida Museum of 
Natural History, lightning 
has a much higher rate 
of deaths than sharks. 

The museum says that on 
average, in coastal states 
more than 38 people die 
every year from lightning 
strikes. 

You’re many times 
more likely to die by 
falling out of bed than by 
getting bitten by a shark. 
And sharks aren’t even 
likely to kill humans 
compared to other ani¬ 
mals. Wild hippos kill 
nearly 3,000 people a 
year, according to some 
estimates. 

There are three shark 
species who attack more 
people than the rest — 
great white, tiger and bull 
sharks. Those three are 
responsible for the vast 
majority of shark attacks, 
so they kind of give all 
the other sharks a bad 
name. 

There are over 500 
species of sharks and 
they all come in different 
shapes and sizes. There’s 
the dwarf lanternshark, 
which is possibly the 
smallest shark in the 
world and can fit in your 
hand; and there’s the 
whale shark, which is the 
largest fish in the world 
and can grow to be 39 
feet long. 

Sharks are found in 
all seas in the world and 
although they almost 
exclusively live in salt¬ 
water, the bull shark and 


river shark have been 
found in saltwater and 
freshwater. 

Many shark species 
are endangered. Though 
we may fear them, we 
are the ones who are 
really hurting them. 

Some sharks are hunted 
for their fins, others get 
caught in fishing lines 
and nets. The ones that 
don’t get killed are swim¬ 
ming around in the gar¬ 
bage from humans that 
ends up in their ocean 
homes. 

It is estimated that 
humans are killing 6.5 
to 8 percent of sharks 
per year, according to 
Boris Worm a professor 
of marine biology at 
Dalhousie University in 
Nova Scotia. 

Maybe instead of Shark 
Week, we should have 
Human Week. 

If we keep up our 
current pace of killing 
sharks, the sharks won’t 
be able to reproduce 
fast enough to prevent 
themselves from going 
extinct. 

Instead of fearing 
sharks, we should be 
thinking about what we 
can do to help them. Some 
things you can do are: 

Do not purchase any 
items that are made with 
shark. This includes 
soups made with shark, 
as well as jaws of sharks. 
This only encourages the 
killing of the animals. 

Pick up your trash and 
put your plastic in the 
recycling so it does not 
wind up in the ocean. 

Educate others about 
sharks and how they are 
not as deadly and mon¬ 
strous as they are made 
out to be. If more peo¬ 
ple are aware of sharks’ 
plight they will be more 
willing to pick up their 
trash, refuse shark prod¬ 
ucts and maybe donate 
to shark preservation 
efforts. 
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Preventing pinkeye 
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P inkeye is a 
problem for 
producers be¬ 
cause it lowers 
the value of 
feeder calves, and cows 
often have limited sight 
in affected eyes. Research 
in Kentucky indicated 
that calves with pinkeye 
weighed 35 to 40 lbs. 
less than their unaffected 
cohorts. That can be very 
costly in lost pounds to 
sell and that impacts beef 
production profitability 
greatly. Prevention is the 
key to minimizing the im¬ 
pact of pinkeye. 

Pinkeye is an infection 
of the conjunctiva or con¬ 
nective tissue surrounding 
the eye and the cornea. It 
is caused by the moraxel- 
la bovis bacteria. This 
bacterium is harbored in 
the tear ducts of infected 
cows. Cows serve as a 
reservoir of the bacteria 
even after the infection 
has healed on it own. Face 
flies are the vector that 
carries the bacteria from 
infected cattle to uninfect¬ 
ed cattle. As the flies feed, 
they create small scratches 
on the surface of the eye. 
This creates a point of 
entry for any bacteria that 
they might be carrying in 
their mouth parts or sal¬ 
ivary glands. If they are 
carrying the bovis bacteria 
then pinkeye can start. 

Preventing pinkeye 
focuses on three main 
areas: 1) reducing eye irri¬ 
tation, 2) face fly control 
and 3) nutrition. Another 
possible area is vaccina¬ 
tion. A full pinkeye pre¬ 
vention program requires 
management of all three or 
four areas. 

Eye irritation in beef 
cows and calves is a result 
of environmental factors. 
The principal eye irritant 
is seed heads, grass stems 
and weeds in pastures. 
Overgrown pastures force 


cattle to push their heads 
deep into the forage to 
select the more desirable 
growth. Seed heads and 
stems can cause physical 
abrasion to the eye as they 
do that resulting in an 
opportunity for bacterial 
infection. When pastures 
are mowed or clipped 
they should be clipped 
low enough so cut stems 
are four inches or less in 
height. Simply removing 
the seed heads and leaving 
the stems may increase 
eye irritation. A combi¬ 
nation of proper grazing 
management and clipping 
of pastures will decrease 
cattle eye injuries. 

The key management 
strategy is good fly con¬ 
trol. Fly tags are very 
effective for horn flies 
but less effective for face 
flies. In addition to fly 
tags, producers should use 
dust bags or face bullets. 
Bags and bullets can be 
located near mineral feed¬ 
ers. Sprays are also an 
effective control method, 
but require more labor 
and frequent application. 
Because face flies are not 
blood sucking flies, they 
are not easily killed by 
systemic or pour-on type 
fly control products. If you 
are depending on mineral 
with the fly control insec¬ 
ticide, you are not getting 
fly control good enough to 
prevent pinkeye. You need 
to add another fly control 
method to your program. 
Most fly control products 
should first be applied in 
early June. Fly control 


products should be rotated 
annually, and products 
in fly tags and dust-bags 
should be different. 

Trace minerals are the 
nutrient most likely to 
be deficient in cows and 
calves grazing spring 
and summer pastures. 
Specifically, selenium 
(Se) and copper (Cu) are 
very deficient in summer 
grazed pasture. Although 
these minerals will not 
prevent pinkeye, they 
are important minerals 
involved in immune func¬ 
tion. Improved immune 
function will help cattle 
fight all infections includ¬ 
ing pinkeye. Vitamin A 
also helps reduce pinkeye 
problems as it promotes 
better eye healthy for 
cattle. Keep a good free 
choice mineral with vita¬ 
mins out to your cattle all 
the time. 

Although several pink¬ 
eye vaccines are available, 
none of the vaccines pro¬ 
vide complete protection 
against pinkeye. Producer 
satisfaction with vaccina¬ 
tion programs is highly 
variable. Vaccination 
programs appear to be of 
most benefit in herds that 
have a high incidence of 
pinkeye. Producers should 
consult their veterinarian 
when considering a pink¬ 
eye vaccination program.
